‘Henry J. Pierce, Buffalo traction mil- 

lionaire and director in St. Louis cor- 
porations, testified in his divorce suit 
Wednesday that his wife, Mrs. Violetta 
Pierce, threatened to kill their seven 
children if he did not leave tKeir educa- 
tion and training wholly in her hands. 


He said that, when he objected to cer- 
tain associates of his oldest boy, Nor- 
man, and undertook to discipline the 
boy into closer attention to his studies, 
Mrs. Pierce said: : 

Alleges Threat to Kill Children. 

“I want it understood that I am going 
to Manage the children. If you don’t 
leave them alone you'll come home some 
eg and find that I have killed them 
a ha! ” 

In May, 1903, Pierce testified, he went 
to the Country Club, near Buffalo, with 
a friend, after his wife had insisted that 
he stay at home and go to church with 
her, As he sat at lunch, he said, she 
_entered the club dining reom and cried: 


“Now come home with me, you devil!’ 


Finding it impossible to’quiet her, he 
sald, he went home with her. 


Repeats Unmcomplimentary Remarks. 


He repeated several slurring remarks 
‘which he said Mrs. Pierce had made 
“‘gbout the mental equipment of himself 
and other members of the Pierce family. 
Once, he said, she told his sister that all 
the Pierces were dull witted fools. At 
another time, he said, she told one of 
his guests that she regretted having 
« married into the Pierce family, and 
spoke of one of its members as “empty- 
headed.”’ 

At their daughter's coming-out party 
in Buffale in 1902, he testified. she spoke 
to invited guests {in such a manner that 
they departed in a rage, and he had to 
follow them and apologize. 

Pierce's testimony, a continuation of 
that he gave Tuesday afternoon, proved 
unexpectedly long, and delayed the 
cross-examination, to be conducted by 
Attorney Fred W. Lehmann. Many of 
his statements were objected to by Leh- 
mann, and exceptions noted, indicating 
& purpose to contest a decree, if one is 
granted on Pierce's petition. 

Mrs. Pierce, judging from her answer, 
will attempt to show that practically 
every allegation made by Pierce is a 
distorted version of some trivial occur- 


rence, or is wholly untrue. She will also 


make a decided fight on the question of 
Pierce's right to bring suit in St. Louls, 
charging that he is not an actual r 
dent of St. Louis, ‘but maintains a veal 
- dence in the city for the sole purpose of 
establishing jurisdiction for this divorce 
sult.

$17,000,000 WORTH OF NEW 
SHIPS WANTED FOR OUR NAVY 


Naval Appropriation Bill, Reported 
Out of Committee, Asks a 


Total of $103,976,518. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—-Two mon- 
ster battleships, each to cost $6,000, - 
000, ten torpedo boat destroyers, each 
to cost $700,000; eight submarine tor- 
pedo boats, to cost a total of $3,500,- 
000, and one sub-surface torpedo boat 
to cost $445,000, are the increased 
weapons of war carried in the naval 
appropriation bill, which was formally 
reported to the House today by the 
Committee on Naval Affairs. The bill 
makes appropriations that total $103,- 
976.518, about $3,500,000 more than 
was carried in the last similar bill. 

Provision is made in the measure 
for the enlistment of 6000 additional 


men, tov man vessels that are either 
now in commission or are about to be 
put into commission. For arming and 
equipping the naval militia, the appro- 
priation is raised to $100,000 in order 
to make the naval reserve efficient.

Rout by Carrying Larger 
Illinois Cities.

Half of 3000 Saloons Which 
Fight for Existence Lose 
the Battle. 





Nearly one-half of the 3000. sa- 
loons which fought for existence at the 
polls in 84 counties in Illinois yer- 
terday lost the battle. Additional re- 
today show that although 
the Antisaloon League failed to drive 
what they call “Demon Rum” entirely 
out of the State, they gave him an aw- 
ful drubbing. 

The latest figures show that between 
71200 and 1500 saloons will be closed for 
two years. The local option forces made 
gains in all of the rural districts 
throughout the State, with two or three 
exceptions. Madison, St. Clair and 
Kankakee counties were not affected 
by the crusade. 

The returns by townships form an tm- 
pressive exhibit from the temperance 
point of view. In 828 of the 1150 town- 
ships in which the liquor issue was 
drawn the saloons were voted out of ex- 
istence. Thus the Antisaloon League 
wrested practically three-fourths of the 
contested territory: away from the sa- 
leon eee 

hibitionists Jubilan 

The Pronibition leaders are ‘Subfant. 
They. claim a sweeping victory, because 
wherever they won it was clear gain. 
The saloon interests, on the other hand, 
won nothing excepting what they had 
before the election, and wherever they 
were defeated it was clear loss. 

James K. Shields of the Anti-Saloon 
League said: ‘“‘The anti-saloon forces 


‘won a notable victory in Illinois yes- 


terday, a victory that puts them in 
splendid fighting trim for the battles still 
to be fought—for we are only in the 
beginning of this great conflict.

Censures N. C. & St. L. for 
Neglect of Blacks’ 
~ Coaches. 





WASHINGTON, April 8.—President 
F.oosevelt today made public his letter 
of April 2 to the Attorney-General di- 
recting proceedings by injunction. to 
compel certain railroads of the South to 
furnish equal accommodations to white 


and negro passengers. 


The text of the President’s letter is as 
follows: 

“To the Department of Justice: I 
forward herewith the report of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission contain- 
ing its order of June 27, 1907, and the 
report of the failure of the railroad 
company to obey this order under date 
of March 26, 1908, together with a letter 
o2 the Commission of April 1, 1908. 

Scores N., C, & St. Louis Ratllway. 

“It appears that the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga & St. Louis Railway Co. has 
not complied with the order of the Com- 
nission to furnish the same facilities 
to colored passengers paying first-class 
fare that are furnished to white pas- 
sergers paying first-class fare. 

“From time to time various com- 
plaints have been made to me by reputa- 
ble colored people to the effect that the 
sccommodations furnished to colored 
persons on certain railroads are filthy, 
are inadequate compared to the same 
accommodations furnished to white pas- 
sengers paying the same fare. 

“The Commission has taken what is 
unquestionably the right ground; that 
where separate accommodations are pro- 
vided for white and colored passengers 
the accommodations for colored passen- 
gers shall be as good as those furnished 
to white passengers for the same money. 

Separation Law Is Valid. 

“In other words, while there is noth- 
ing in the law which forbids separate 
cccommodations, these accommodations 
must be equal. This principle of equal- 
ity of accommodation is set out explicit- 
ly in various State laws. For instance, 
the Code of the State of Alabama pro- 
vides that there shall be ‘equal but 
separate accommodations for the white 
and colored races, by providing two or 
more passenger cars for each passenger 
train, or by dividing the passengers cars 
by partitions.’ 

“The action of the Commission has 
simply been to insist that the accommo- 
dations be equal in service and com- 
ort for the same money wherever the 
separation is made. 

Asks Immediate Action, 

“In this particular case where the rail- 
way has neglected to comply with the 
order of the Commission it is important 
that compliance with this order be im- 
mediately obtained. I suggest that you 
tuke steps to immediately enforce the 
order by injunction proceedings, unléss 
In your judgment some other course: is 
preferable.’’

Victim Died Without Speaking. 

Bell never spoke after he was shot 
and died before a physician wag found.

The Franciscan Brothers did not need 
to employ a high-priced architect nor a 
general superintendent of construction 
when they determined to build a new 
church to take the place of the present 
St. Anthony’s, at Meramec street and 


Virginia avenue. 

Work on the $130,000 structure is go- 
ing ahead under the direction of Broth- 
er Anselm, a trained architect and 
builder. He drew the plans, made the 
blueprints, surveyed the ground, esti- 
mated the cost of materials and labor, 
and is letting every contract. 

Old Church Too Small, 

St. Anthony’s Parish now contains 
about 800 families, and the picturesque 
stone church built in 1868, which seats 
only about 600, with the gallery, is far 
too small. Its spires are to be razed, 
and it will be used for social purposes, 
with an entertainment hall and rooms 
for the sodalities. 

The new church is to be of gray vitri- 
fied brick, and will seat 1400 persons. 
It will have seven altars, including the 
one in the chapel, and the _ interior 
height will be 60 feet. The two towers 
will be 185 feet high. 

Excavation is now well under way, 
and July 4 has been chosen as the date 
for the cornerstone laying, at which 
Archbishop Glennon will preside and to 
which many distinguished prelates wil! 
be invited.

The new church will be of the Ro- 
manesque style and cruciform in shape, 
with a transept 88 feet wide on the in- 
terior. The body of the church will be 
68 feet wide, and the interior 2065 feet 
deep.

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EVANS SAYS HE 
S ON PLATFORM 
AGAINST LIQUOR 


Warns Mexico, Mo., Demo- 
crats He Has Not Changed 
His Views, 





NO FEAR OF COWHERD 





Calls on Cook to Explain Why 
He Has Been At- 
tacked. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 


MEXICO, Mo., April 8.—Several hun- 
dred persons heard Judge William N. 
Evans speak in the Courthouse here last 
night. This city is Sam B. Cook’s old 
home, and Evans’ coming here was like 
an invasion of the “enemy’s country.” 
The man from West Plains was applaud- 
ed frequently and there was no hostile 
demonstration. After being introduced 
by Patrick H. Cullen, an attorney of 
Mexico, Judge Evans said: 

“The man who says he hag no politics 
is not up to the times. The way to make 
a platform is for men who have views 
of their own to place them before the 
people. 

“I have lived in the Ozarks for 4 
years, and I challenge anyone in Au- 
drain County to assail my Democracy. I 
came to Missouri when the Democrats 
were disfranchised and never have I 
found it convenient to scratch a ticket. 


Issues of Campaign. 
‘“T am not a ‘yellow-dog Democrat,’ 


but I have always found the Democratic 
ticket the better one. 

“One of the issues in the campaign 
that I am very anxious about is the 
noninterference by the Federal courts 
with State rights. The Republicans are 
about to nominate the father of the Fed- 
eral injunction, William H. Taft.’’ 

Judge Evans said he was pronounced- 
ly opposed to Taft’s ideas on this sub- 
ject. 

Judge Evans went on to state that he 
was responsible for the anti-liquor plat- 
form in 1906, and warned the Democrats 
present not to vote for him if they ex- 
pected a change. 

He said it was not right to ignore 
the request of 60,000 petitioners who 
demanded the submission of the pro- 
hibition resolution to the voters of the 
State, 

“That is not Democracy,” he said. 
‘“‘Now, somebody is very uneasy up in 
this country: afraid I am going to 
Start a fight. I’m not looking for a 
fight, but when it comes my way I 
stand my ground. Now, I want to 
State that Mr. Cowherd in his Lang- 
don speech calléd upon the Democrats 
to raliy around the flag. What flag? 
Does he mean a return to the old cus- 
toms before the present administra- 
tion? I sent men around the grog 
shops of St. Louis to learn what Mr. 
Cowherd meant by ‘rallying around 
the flag.” They construe it to mean 
that it will be a return to the open 
Sunday saloon, the wineroom and the 
dissolute resorts. They say if I keep 
on challenging Cowherd, he will chal- 
lenge me to a debate and will eat me 
up.

Not Opportune Time. 

The Atlantic Coast is virtually with- 
out effective fighting craft, and offi- 
cials who have been studying the pros- 
pects of a campaign realize that this is 
a particularly opportune time’ for the 
delivery of a blow at Castro. The ships 
available are merely minor coast craft, 
such as the Des Moines, Dubuque, Mar'i- 
etta, Paducah and Eagle, now in Hay- 
tlan and Cuban waters. The MayfTow- 
er and Dolphin are en route, and the 
Tacoma is at Curacao with a crippled 
rudder. 

If the mobilization now under consid- 
eration is ordered into effect, the old 
battleships Indiana and Iowa, which 
have been in reserve at League Island 
and Norfolk, would have to be placed 
in commission, but they could be made 
available on several-days’ notice. The 
principal vessels to be counted upon 
would be the new battleships, Idaho, 
Mississippi and New Hampshire, which 
are soon to be commissioned. 


Several weeks would be required in 
which to mobilize a force of 5000 sol- 
diers, and these, with the marines on 
the. Atlantic, would be transported from 
New. York, Newport News and Tampa, 
while those on the Pacific Coast would 
be shipped to Panama and sent across 
the isthmus for shipment to La Guaira. 
It has been found also that one of the 
most difficult problems in the situation 
would be the lacx of transports.

This is likely to involve Mr. Cowherd in con- 
siderable embarrassment. He evidently did not 
care to enter the campaign for Governor avow- 
edly as an old gang candidate. If he permits 
that crowd to identify itself with him and his 
cause he cannot complain of the consequences. 

The key to all this controversy is to be found, 
of course, in the person of William J. stone. 
Stone has no following to speak of outside of the 
old crowd, and, as he is a candidate for re- 
election to the United States Senate, the disposi- 
tion of that coterie will be to assail everybody 
and everything suspected of hostility to him 

It will not be long, therefore, before men who 
aspire to Democratic nominations in Missouri wil: 
have to identify themselves with Stone or with 
Folk. These men represent radically dliferent 
ideas of Democracy. The old order of things, as 
personified by Stone, has not been forgotten. The 
new order, as exemplified by Folk, is at hand 
and is known of all. 

Probably it will be best for everybody to 
have thé issue drawn sharply and drawn quickly. 
The old gang sustained a crushing defeat in the 
State election of four years ago, but its com- 
plete overthrow cannot be claimed so long as 
William J. Stone and his lieutenants are still in 
a position to contest for office with better men. 

The attacks made upon the Post-Dispatch in 
various county conventions dominated by Cook, 
Stone and other members of the old gang call 
for no lengthy explanation. They are natural ex- 
pressions of resentment and, viewed in their true 
light, are in fact certificates of good character. 
The Post-Dispatch has made no secret Of its 
hostility to the old gang. It has exposed its 
methods. It has published far and wide the rec- 
ord of its misdeeds. It has named names and 
it has established its case. In the main, the peo- 
ple have agreed with it. 

Ostensibly aimed at the Post-Dispatch, these 
resolutions of condemnation are in fact the old 
gang’s feeble indictment of the voters of Mis- 
scuri who put them out of power in most places 
four years ago. They are the old gang’s one at- 
tempt at justification. They contain the old 
gang’s only defense—that is, that the old gang is 
Democratic and that to resist it is treason to 
Democracy. 

The Post-Dispatch accepted this issue long ago 
and it accepts it again now. The question is not 
whether tif newspaper is a party organ, but 
whether it, tells the truth about these men: and 
whether in so doing it is serving the public in- 
terests. On this point we do not believe there 
will be much difference of opinion. 

Democrats who hope for political: preferment in 
this State will consider long and seriously the 
propriety of identifying themselves with a dis- 
credited leadership having nothing behind it but 
scandal and nothing ahead of it but defeat.

When the gallant Lieutenant comes into port he 
should be met by a brass band playing the 
Conquering Hero, and conducted across the ecoun- 
try to the vicinity of the lady in a special train 
gay with American flags and bunting. 

Unawed, but rather spurred to spectacular 
action, by tales of his princely rival, and having 
bravely challenged the world’s eyes tu his pur- 
rose, let us hope that the American wil! arrive 
before it is too.late. It is high time that our 
native gallants in genéral learn somethin: from 
their foreign rivals. 

Queens love to be courted notoriously and dra- 
matically while the world looks on, and the fact 
that so many of them marry mere princes from 
abroad is a striking admonition to home talent. 

MUENCH AND THE GRAND JURY. 

While Judge Muench’s charge to the April 
grand jury in the matter of the House of Dele- 
gates was eminently judicial, the logicians may 
find fault with it.

In the East 8t.. Louis election Tues- 
day the issue of the payment of the 
board bill of Mrs. Josephine Brocker 
for feeding the county prisoners in the 
East St. Louis Police Station resulted 
in the defeat of Leroy Browning for 
Supervisor and the election of Joseph 
N. Keys to succeed him on the County 
Board by a majority of 1843 votes. Mr. 
Keys favored the woman's bill. The 
entire Independent Municipal! (or Cook 
arty) ticket was elected, carrying al! 
ut two precincts in East St. Louis. 

One of the vagaries of the election 
was the defeat of A. B. Frankel in the 
Seventh Ward. In redistricting the city 
recently to make eight wards, a part 
of the Sixth Ward, which had always 
given a majority for the Citizens’ par- 
ty, was added to the Seventh ard, 
making it practically a Citizens’ party 
stronghold, with a majority of about

The East St. Louis City Council now 
will have 15 aldermen iri favor of Mayor 
Cook's administration and one Citizens’ 
party Alderman, Con Frawley, who was 
elected last year.
